KAISER WILLIAM NEXT

Haiinvr rnu<'t» an informal call on 


ex-President Theodore Roosevelt at 
Oyster Bay, where he was given a 
warm 
welcome. Lloyd 
Kenyon of 


Chinook, Mont., a nephew of Mrs. F. 
O. Hodsdon of Stevens Point and who 
was a student in the local High school 
some years ago, is looking forward 
to a meeting with Kaiser William i? 
Berlin. 


The young man is in the 163rd in- 


fantry, which was sent to Long Island 
before leaving for France. While at 
Long Island he was entertained at the 
home of a multi-millionaire, visited 
with the author of some noted war 
stories and otherwise enjoyed himself 
during his spare time. 
He related 


his experiences in an interesting man- 
ner in the following letter to his home 
in Montana: 
"I had a fine time Thanksgiving. 


'Pink,' myself and six other men were 
invited to the residence of a Wall 
Street broker, Mr. Hodenpyl, a multi- 
millionaire. 


"We took the train to Locust Val- 


ley and were taken from there to our 
destination in a car. 


"The house was the size of a hotel. 


I wouldn't even attempt a descrip- 
tion of it. You can use your imagina- 
tion. Just think of the kind of a place 
you would build if you had several 
millions and let it go at that. 


"I ate turkey until I gobbled, and 


almost had to run to keep from eating 
more. I refused about four times and 
then gave it up—there was no use re- 
fusing, more turkey was placed on our 
plates, anyway. 
"After dinner we had the afternoon 


to ourselves to do as we pleased until 
tea time—t-e-a time! Imagine that for 
a soldier! 
, 
"A car was placed at our disposal, 


so we went over to the beach. While 
there we saw a ship, away off in the 
distance burning up. 
After we had 


watched it for about ten minutes the 
flames suddenly shot high in the air 
and a little later a muffled roar was 
heard. Shortly after, the flames dis- 
app^red entirely. 
The water had 


reached the boilers and they blew up. 


"But that was tame to what hap- 


pened later. 
We pulledI off a stunt 


that places the one of Baldy Dowen 
in the darkest shadow. 
"Oyster Bay is about three miles 


from the place where we were so we 
decided to go over and see Sanunore 
Hill the home of Roosevelt. We saw 
the place, but didn't feel satisfied.at 
just seeing his home 
We knocked 


at the door and a maid et us in. She 
led us into the Colonel's library and 
told us to wait. While we waited we 
looked over the library. All of Ropse- 
velt's trophies are there—the flag of 
his regiment in the Spanish-American 
war, 
buffalo heads from Montana, 


deer, elk and moot* heads, lion skins 
from Africa, tusks of elephants so 
large that I could not touch the tips 
of them when I stood beside them, 
guns, weapons and trophies of all 


k'"ASfter about ten minutes the col- 
onel came in, and the maid told him 
we were there. He received us with 
his toothful smile in full display, say- 
ine he was very much pleased at tne 
call. He told us he was always par- 
tial to western men, that he did not 
discriminate against easterners, but 
did discriminate in favor of western- 
ers ' He toM us of his personal ex- 
pedition to France, and of regret tfcat 
it had failed to become a reality. Then 
he passed the cigars, and we left. He 
said that his door was always open to 
Montana boys and that he would be 
pleased to have them call 
"We returned to the Hodenpyl resi- 


dence too late for tea. I was very 
sorry to have missed it—I didn't want 
to miss anything that day. 
"Do vou remember the articles that 


ran in the 'Post'—'On the Hindenburg 
Line'—and several others about the 
present war? 
I met the author of 


those articles at Hodenpyl s. 
He is 


a Belgian count and was a captain in 
the Belgian army until it was shat- 
tered and wiped out by the Germans. 
After that he gained entrance into 
Germany as an American war corres- 
pondent. 
When war broke ont be- 


tween Germany and the United States 
he came over here, married an Amer- 
ican girl and gave up his title. Now 
he is J. M. Debeaufort instead of 
Count Mauritz von Debeaufort. 
He 


gave us a talk on the war. told of his 
experiences, and of the effect upon the 
allies of our entrance into the war. 
He is a very interesting talker.

at 'ait departed. We will never know 
just when we are going and cannot 
write the date anyway. 
1 will write 


a post card to you saying we have ar- 
rived safely in France and will drop 
it in a mail bag an we arrive on board 
the transport. 
When we arrive in 


France, it will be mailed to you from 
here, letting you know of our arrival 
about two weeks earlieti than you 
would if we wrote after landing. 


"It is almost midnight and the boys 


are still working. I have some more 
work to do, so had better close."

Oshkosh Newspaperman, Author and 


Political Power Dies Suddenly 


in Texas 


C'cl. John Hicks of Onhkonh, author, 


r.i'wipafwr owner ana for many yc aru 
:«ciive i.; federal affairs and Wiscon- 
sin politics, died suddenly in San An- 
tonio, Tex., la«t Thursday. 
Heart 


failure was the cause of death. 


For about ten years Col. Hicks had 


been spending his winters in the 
South. He went to San Antonio this 
year about Nov. t. Four years ago 
Col. 
Hicks married his second wife. 


Miss Mary Powers, who had been a 
school teacher in Oshkosh. 


Known for many years as proprie- 


tor of the Oshkosh Northwestern, he 
became a power in Badger politics. 


He became active as a member of 


the Bull Moose party, started after 
the Chicago national Republican con- 
vention of 1912. in which former Gov. 
F. E. McGovern, Henry F. Cochems 
and other progressive Republicans in 
the state took an active part in the 
support of Roosevelt as a presidential 
aspirant. 


Col. Hicks was born in Auburn, N. 


Y.. on April 12, 1848, and came to 
Wisconsin 
in 
his childhood. 
His 


father was killed in the Civil war. By 
his own efforts he obtained an educa- 
tion, succeeding in being graduated 
from Lawrence university, Appleton. 
He began his newspaper work on the 
Oshk'osh Northwestern when he was 
20 years old, becoming owner many 
years ago. 
He was appointed United States 


minister to Peru in 1889 and served 
until 1893. 
He had been a broad 


traveler, being familiar with condi- 
tions in Egypt, Turkey, Italy and 
France, and also in Chile, where he 
was United States minister from 1905 
to 1909. 


A generous donor to the civic de- 


velopment of his home, city, CoL Hicks 
gave many art pieces and curios, 
among them being the soldiers' monu- 
ment in the public square, monu- 
ments of Carl Schurz and Chief Osh- 
kosh of the tribe of the Winnebagoes, 
both of which stand in Menominee 
park, and busts of former presidents 
of the United States presented to city 
schools which were named after the 
presidents, and articles of interest, 
gathered in his travels, to the public 
library and museum. 


Among his writings are "The Man 


From Oshkosh." written in 1894, and 
"Something About Singlefoot," writ- 
ten in 1909.

Besides his wife, he is survived by- 


one son, John Hicks. Jr., Appleton, 
and a brother, Henry Hicks, St. Paul, 
Minn.

vens Point, the county seat, with 8,092 
inhabitants, is the only place with a 
population larger than 1,000. Portage 
County has good railroad connection 
with many large cities and markets. 


The mean annual precipitation tor 


the county is about 30 inches, and 
the mean annual temperature is about 
43 degrees F. The winters are long 
and severe, with a snowfall of about 
41 inches, but the summers are warm 
and crops make rapid growth. There 
is a growing season of about 125 days 
free from killing frosts. 
The agriculture of the county snows 


all stages of development. The best 
farming land is in the northwestern, 
northeastern, and eastern parts of 
the- county, where fine sandy loam or 
heavier soils predominate. 
Soils of 


lower value, mostly sandy or marshy, 
occur throughout the central, south- 
ern and north-central sections. 


The principal crops are hay, oats, 


potatoes, rye, corn, barley, and buck- 
wheat. General farming is the pre- 
vailing type of agriculture, and dairy- 
ing and potato growing are two of 
the most important interests.

The city of Oshkosh bonded itaelf 


for $50,000, many of the towns on the 
route also gave small amounts, and 
$25,000 was subscribed by private in- 
dividuals in Oshkosh.

\Vai-hburn was a prominent figure in 
locating and building the line, and in 
1871 we had the pleasure of seeing the 
road graded and the rails laid as far 
us Ripon. The road was then leased 
to the C., M. A St. P. company for 
ninety-nine years, and cars began run- 
ning to Oshkosh. And thus we secured 
our second railroad. 
About twenty years afterwards, the 


St Paul company bought the line out- 
right. When William Dichmann was 
mayor the city received a large sum 
of money from the railroad company 
in payment of the stock it held in the 
O. & M. R. R. H. company, and indi- 
viduals also received cash payment to 
reimburse them for subscriptions to 
the stock at the time the road was 
built.

made to extend the road beyond Kinon 
in a southwesterly direction.

FARMERS' FIGHTING SPIRIT 
"The spirit revealed by the far- 


riers and the results of their efforts 
luring the present year indicate that 
hey recognize the responsibility rest- 
ng upon them in this emergency. I 
am confident that they will patrioti- 
cally continue to assume and to bear 
heir full share of the country's bur- 
en. The farmers of the Nation have 


always shown their devotion to the 
cause of freedom and have not been 
low to respond to their country's call

As the 
meaning of this struggle is more fully 
revealed, as it becomes increasingly 
clear that a contest i* again being 
waged to determine whether the 
world shall be dominated by the will 
and policies of medieval despotisms 
or by those of free and enlightened 
modern States, and whether the mere 
right of might or the rule of law shall 
jrevail in the world, and as it becomes 
more obvious that the surest way to 
force a righteous peace is to employ 
effectively all the resources of the 
Nation, the farmers will increasingly 
put forth their strength, • send their 
ions to fight at the front, and see to 
t that neither this Nation nor those 
with which we are associated lack 
anything in the way of materials lor 
food and clothing.

Large flights of May beetles, well 


known as the parents of the white 
grubs, destructive cereal and forage

Pennsylvania, New York, 
w Jersey, and parts of other States. 


These flights mean, says a report of 
the Bureau of Entomology, United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
that throughout th^ area affected the 
white grubs will be destructively 
abundant in 1918. which will be the 
second year in the life of the result- 
ant progeny. 


POTATO CULL SILAGE 


Silage made from culled potatoes 


wss found to be equivalent to corn 
silage as a feed for dairy cows and 
of value also as a hog feed, in prelim- 
inary tests recently conducted by the 
Bureaus of Chemistry and Animal 
Industry of the United States Depart- 
ment uf Agriculture. As potato si- 
lage will keep a» well as other silage, 
such utilization of culls and small 
potatoes would take care of a consid- 
erable annual waste, department spec- 
ialists say, and would enable farmers 
to carry this feed through until a 
season of scarcity. 


Any receptacle that will contain the 


potato juice may be used for putting 
up the silage—barrel, vat, or an 
above-ground or pit silo. 
To make 


the silage the potatoes are first 
washed, using large vats in which 
the potatoes are stirred by a home- 
made device, and then ground either 
by hand or by power. A hand grinder 
such as is used in making cider has 
been found to work satisfactorily for 
making small amounts of silage, while 
a power apple grater modified by sub- 
stituting rows of blunt spikes for the 
grater knives is adapted to larger 
amounts. 


After grinding, the potatoes are- 


put at once into the water-tight re- 
ceptacles and about 2 per cent of corn 
meal sprinkled in. evenly tnroughoat 
the mass. The use of the corn meal 
insures an acid fermentation which 
converts the ground potatoes into 
silage. , The mixture then is stamped 
down, covered to a depth of several 
inches, preferably 
with 
fermented 


corn silage, or straw, cornstalks, or/ 
leaves, and the receptacle fitted with 
a board cover weighted with stones. 
This covering practically excludes air 
completely enough to prevent decom- 
position on the surface of the fer- 
menting material. The weight of the 
stones should be sufficient to bring; 
the juice just over the potatoes. The 
upper surface of the straw and the 
board covering, should be kept dry 
if possible. Wkh^the covering, thus 
carefully adjusted, losses of ferment- 
ed potatoes may be almost entirely 
eliminated. 


In feeding tests of potato silage in 


comparison with corn silage, it was 
learned that the two kinds are of 
"about equal value as a feed for dairy 
cows. The potato silage seemed to be 
as palatable as the best corn silage. 
With hogs, a lot fed approximately 
two-thirds of a grain ration mixture 
of 5 pounds corn meal, 4 pounds of 
middlings, and 1 pound of tankage, 
with potato silage equal-in weight to 
the grain fed, gave the best results. 
The rate of grain, 1.4 pounds per 
head daily, was considered good. Only 
352 pounds of grain were required for 
100 pounds of gain. In this lot 1 ton 
of silage saved grain to the value of 
$25.22, figuring the corn meal at S 
cents a pound. Potato silage gives 
better results when fed to hogs 6 
months old or over.

In Petrograd and Moscow Lenine and 
his crowd are maintaining themselves 
in power by using the strong hand, ar- 
resting and murdering their op|»onents 
and bulldozing the constituent assem- 
bly, which began its sessions; the Rus- 
sian armies on the east front, follow- 
ing the arrangement of an armistice. 
are rapidly disbanding, and the Rou- 
manians were forced to accept an arm- 
istice by the action of their allies *btit 
the1 negotiations for i»eace started by 


" the bolsheviki have run against a snag 


In the extraordinary demands made by 
the Germans; many different parts of 
Russia have declared their independ- 
ence, and Siberia shows signs of re- 
verting to the rule of the deposed czar; 
Vladivostok, w here are immense -quan- 
tities ftt supplies sent by America and 
the entente allies, is patrolled by Japa- 
nese troops, and Harbin is being pro- 
tected by Chinese soldiers.

Reports of Battle Contradictory. 
According to official bolsheviki dis- 


patches from Petrograd, the Cossacks 
under Kornlloff were defeated early In 
the week near Blelgorod, but another 
account of the battle said Kornlloff 
routed his opponents, that many of 
then Joined his forces and that he 
surrounded the other* and "dealt with 
them very drastically." General Kale- 
dines, the Cossack hetmsn, also Is ac- 
tive In southern Russia and It Is said 
to be bis hope, with the aid of the al- 
lies, at least to shut the Germans oat 
of the food-producing part of the conn- 
try. 


Wireless reports from Rostov, which

Thursday, said Kaledlnes was besieg- 
ing that city snd that within Rostov 
the Cossacks hud been fighting the 
bolsheviki snd destroyed their head- 
quarters.

trains carrying vast numbers of troops 
and immense quantities of supplies', 
and for days the German artillery was 
excessively active. Various feeling-out 
movements were undertaken ugalnst 
the French without success, and on 
Wednesday the Germans made three 
violent attacks on the British between 
Bullecourt and Queartt. The first two 
were repulsed and the third gave the 
enemy possession of an already oblit- 
erated trench ut the apex of the angle 
In the British lines. 


This, of course, was not the main at- 


tack planned by Von plndenburg. who. 
it was believed, would soon start his 
greatest offensive on the west In two 
years wirh the assistance of many 
Austrian divisions. The British and* 
Fn nch v ere on tiptoe to meet It, and 
it was taken for granted that some at 
least of General Pershlng's American 
forces would have a part in the battle. 
Indeed, some observers predicted that 
an attempt would be made to smash 
that part of the line toward Alsace 
where most of the Americans- have 
been stationed. 
Others believed the 


main attack of the Germans would be 
delivered against the French between 
Reims and Verdun. 


Italian Front Seems Safe. 


For several days the Austrians. Hun- 


garians and ^Germans made continuous 
and heavy assaults on the Italians be- 
tween the Piave and Brenta rivers 
north of Monte Grappa. The fighting 
was se\ere and the losses large, but 
the enemy made slight impression on 
the Italian line, gaining a precarious 
foothold in some positions on Montt 
Spinoncia and Col Orso. The Italians 
are fighting with the utmost determina- 
tion and are greatly cheered by the 
prospect of American help. On Thurs- 
day a large number of American am- 
bulance men with their cars left Rome 
for the Piave river front. It is inter- 
esting to note that the first American 
shot against Austria was fired by Rej>- 
resentative Tinkham of Massachusetts 
on the lower Piave. On Invitation of 
an Italian officer he sent a big shell 
hurtling across to the Austrian line, 
regardless of the fact that If the enemy 
should capture him he could be exe- 
cuted n« a "franc-tireur." 


Bearing out the statement that the 


Teutonic effort in Italy has exhausted 
Itself Is the welcome news that heavy 
snow Is falling in the mountains at the 
west end of the front, rendering diffi- 
cult the further transportation of men 
and material. The Italians, however, 
expect to hold the enemy by strength 
of arms rather than with the aid of na- 
ture. 


The Italian navy- Is dofng Its part 


In the defense and on Sunday night a 
torpedo boat flotilla entered the har- 
bor of Trieste and sank two Austrian 
battleships, one of them being the 
Wlen. 


Occupation of Jerusalem. 


The occupation of Jerusalem by Gen- 


eral AJlenby's expedition caused great 
rejoicing among Christians and Jews 
of the civilised world. The event Mas 
more than a sentimental value, for the 
possession of the Holy City by the 
British makes safe the Sue* canal and 
provides them with a base from which 
to threaten seriously the Turks to the 
east and north. In conjunction with 
the British operations In Mesopo- 
tamia. Allenby's success In Palestine Is 
very Important to the cause of the al- 
lies. As was predicted. Jerusalem was 
taken without the necessity of a bom- 
bardment, and Its captors are a/le- 
quatrly protecting the holy places. 


In Mesopotamia <ieneral Falkent^yn 


J launched his expected offensive, at- 
tacking funeral Marshall's army with 
a strong force of Turks and Germans. 
The British were compelled to fall 
back across the IHala and Rdkem rlv- 
ers with the enemy In pursuit, ft is 
taken for granted that Falkcnhayn's 
Intention Is to make a great effort to 
recapture Bagdad.

sels sunk by submarines, as reported 
by the admiralty, was still too large for 
comfort those In a poalUoa to know 
assert that the U boat campaign really 
has proved a failure and that the sub- 
mersible* are being destroyed or mp- 
tared almost as fast as German}' can 
btrild them.

These are only a few of the 
complaints the committee is investi- 
gating. 


Secretary Baker's reply to criticism, 


an assertion that America's military 
preparations have evoked the admira- 
tion of the experts of other ntaions. 
can scarcely be taken as an adequate 
defense of the methods of his depart- 
ment. In explaining the delay in ob- 
taining machine guns General Crozier, 
chief of the ordnance bureau, declared 
that Mr. Baker himself was to blame. 
The whole thing should and probably 
will result in the creation of a real su- 
perior war council, and the sooneV this 
is done, the better for America and the 
world. 


The railroad question Is claiming 


much attention of the administration, 
and President Wilson intimated last 
week lie would soon address congress 
on the matter und a.sk legislation. It 
appears he <loes not favor actual gov- 
ernment ownership of the roads, but. 
rather the creation of an administra- 
tor or board of transportation with 
power to direct the employment of the 
joint resources of the railways In what- 
e^er manner is deemed best for war 
pur|Kc«es. Under this pl«n the roads 
\MMild be operated by their present 
managements and would be guaranteed 
a Mr profit. 


Leniency for Aifstro-Hunoarians. 
In his proclamation of a state of war 


agnfnst Anstro-Hungary President Wil- 
son announced an unexpectedly lenient 
policy in the treatment of subjects of 
the dual kingdom in America. So long 
as they behave themselves they are 
left free to reside and labor in the 
barred cones closed to Germans, and 
they are not required to register with 
the police and postmasters. 
This 


policy was hailed with Joy by thou- 
sands of Csechs. Bohemians and Poles 
who hate Austria, and also was a great 
relief to many employers who had 
feared their Industries would be crip- 
pled. If. the conduct of the Anstro- 
Hnngarlans shows they do not properly 
appreciate this leniency, they will be 
placed under the same restrictions that 
spply to subjects of Germany.
